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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments, filed 6/9/2010, have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objects are either 
reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to 
the instant application. 



Response to Arguments 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 



the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

The rejection of claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-12, and 14-24 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over US 20050181052 ('052) in view of US 6887307 ('307) is 
maintained for the reasons of record. 

Applicant argues that '052 does not teach pullulan capsules. Although '307 
discloses pullulan capsules, '307 does not teach the use of its pullulan capsules for 
encapsulating moisture sensitive compounds. The only medicament taught for 
encapsulation by '307 is acetaminophen, a moisture stable compound. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not found persuasive. 
'052 discloses a pharmaceutical composition comprising microtablets, wherein said 
microtablets comprise lansoprazole enclosed inside a capsule shell. Although gelatin 
capsule shells are disclosed, '052 fails to disclose a capsule shell wherein the main 
component is pullulan (the elected embodiment). However, in view of '307 which 
discloses pullulan capsule shells and the advantages of these capsule shells over 
gelatin capsule shells, it would have been obvious to use the pullulan capsules of '307 
in place of the gelatin capsule shell of '052. 

Although '307 does not explicitly teach using its shells with moisture sensitive 
compounds, the disclosure that their shells contain a lower water content than gelatin 
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(col 4, line 8) strongly suggests that the pullulan capsule shells can be used to better 
protect moisture sensitive compounds than gelatin capsule shells. Furthermore, the 
ordinary artisan would recognize that substituting the pullulan capsule of '307 for the 
gelatin capsule of '052 would offer many advantages, including lower oxygen 
permeability, lower water content, higher shelf-life, higher product quality consistency, 
higher homogeneity, and ease of manufacture and capsule filling (see '307, col 3, line 
66 to col 4, line 1 0). For these reasons, the Examiner maintains that it would have been 
obvious to use the pullulan capsule shell of '307 to encapsulate the lansoprazole 
microtablets of '052, thus making the presently claimed capsule preparation obvious 
over the prior art.
